schnauzers, and, of course, the ever popular Labrador 
retrievers. 

But few may know that a large number of the 
furry family members living around town have been 
subjected to the horrors of being born in puppy mills or 
have suffered near-death experiences. 

Recently while I was out with my barking pal, 
we met up with Lazlo and his human. Brad Smith. We've 
known this black lab for several years and have always 
enjoyed walking by his home and stopping to say hello 
and share a treat. But it wasn't until this week that we 
learned Lazlo had been rescued. Smith shared that Lazlo 
came from out-of-state where he had been placed in a 
shelter with a three-day kill order. In other words, if 
Lazlo had not been moved to a non-kill shelter or other 
protected location, he would have been put down. 

As oftentimes happens, rescue organizations 
network with kill centers and remove the animals to non- 
kill shelters or fostering homes where all efforts are taken 
to protect, heal, rehabilitate or otherwise prepare these 
dogs for forever placements throughout the country. The

internet is a wonderful resource for locating dogs and cats 
in the face of certain termination that need the kindness 
and love of humans. And that is how Lazlo's family found 
him. 

As I researched the growing trend for humans 
to reach out to rescue organizations, I also learned how 
seriously these organizations take the work they are 
doing. Rescue groups understand the importance to 
giving these animals the best home possible. To that end, 
they require written agreements which take many forms 
but basically ensure each placement is done with the 
animal's needs and not the humans' needs as the primary 
focus. 

Adopting families will be asked to consider such 
things as the mental and emotional needs of the dog, their 
ability to commit time and financial resources to the new 
family member, and probably the biggest question: why 
they want the dog. 

Given that the average dog will live 
approximately 12 years, anyone taking on the 
responsibility for caring for a dog needs to consider just 
how profound that commit is to them and the dog. 

Rescue organizations will help with matching 
a pet to the family, ensuring the placement can be 
successful. If you are thinking about rescuing a dog, you'll 
want to take the following into consideration: how much 
time you can give the dog each day, whether your home 
and yard is set up to handle a pet, your understanding 
and ability to give the dog training, and grooming, 
socializing and exercising the dog. Yes, there are many 
things to think about before getting a dog. But with a 
rescue that may be traumatized, these considerations are 
critical to a happy beginning in a forever home. 

Lazlo's owner told me, ''We couldn't have hoped 
for more. He's turned out to be a wonderful dog." As

Residents Responsible for Debris from Storm 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Nick Walecka 

Rochester Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera advised residents at the Monday meeting of 
the Rochester Board of Selectmen that the town is not 
responsible for debris from the recent snowstorm such as 
broken trees and limbs, and stressed that residents must 
deal with the debris themselves. 

"We're not going to be picking up their trees and 
their branches/' said LaCamera. "We just can't handle 
that type of volume." 

LaCamera noted that burning season runs 
through May 1, and residents can to go to the Police 
Station to obtain burning permits. He also said that the 
Mattapoisett landfill will take branches and trees but at a 
cost. 

LaCamera also said that street cleaning that 
would normally start in early spring would now be 
delayed until end of April or the start of May due to an 
overload of work for the Highway Department from the 
storm. 

"These next few months are going to be 
extremely difficult for the Highway Department/' said 
LaCamera. "It's going to take the Highway Department 
another few months for the 44 miles of road within the 
town."

noted that the town's 60 structures, including items such 
as the town gazebo, all have to be looked at for regular 
maintenance. 

A lively discussion followed regarding mold 
remediation in the basement of the Town House. A low 
bid of $14,323 was rejected by the Selectmen due to the 
lack of experience of the contractor on mold remediation. 

''Mold is a tough issue, and we need someone 
who has done this before and had a successful outcome," 
said Selectman John Henry. 

The Board agreed to award the contract to the 
other bidder who has experience. 

In other business, the Board approved the sale 
and issuance of refunding bonds which will save the town 
substantial interest on bonds taken out for the renovation 
of Sippican Elementary School, the new water tank and 
the boat pump out station at Town Wharf. 

"This will reduce our interest rate on these debts," 
said Paul Dawson, Town Administrator. 

Last but not least, the Board tackled a letter 
from the Buzzards Bay Coalition which stated that the 
town is not in compliance with acceptable seepage and 
leakage issues from the town sewage treatment plant into 
Buzzards Bay. 

One issue, brought up by both Dawson and 
Henry, was the fact that the lagoons in town were not 
lined.

Cumberland Farms Parking Discussed 

Marion Planning Board 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

A marathon Marion Planning Board meeting 
lasting over three hours on Monday night attempted to 
tackle four issues, with the flow of traffic and parking 
issues at the Cumberland Farms located at Front Street 
and Route 6 first on the agenda. 

Three representatives from Cumberland Farms 
spoke to the Planning Board at the meeting to address the 
issue of vehicles pulling in and out of parking spaces and 
between gasoline pumps at the site. 

"There are major congestion and parking 
problems here,'' said Board member Thomas Magauran. 

Chairman Jay Ryder said that he is familiar with 
the site and sees people purchasing gasoline, leaving their 
vehicle at the pump, and going into the store to buy milk, 
bread and other groceries and then returning to their 
vehicle, while others are waiting to pull into the pump. 

"That's a problem and we don't see a policy on 
how to manage this," said Ryder. 

Manny Paiva, Project Manager with Cumberland 
Farms, addressed the Board and discussed the length of 
the pump line, which only allows a customer to pump 
from one side nearest to the pump. 

"If the station is grandfathered in Massachusetts, 
the pump line can be longer and can be used by both 
sides of the pump, but because this is a new facility, you 
can only pump from the side you pull into, unless you 
have a small vehicle and can drag the hose to the pump

on the other side to use it/' said Paiva. 

Paiva, answering a question posed by Board 
member Steve Kokkins, said that the gasoline pump can 
pump 10 gallons per minute, or that it takes two minutes 
to pump 20 gallons of gasoline. In discussing parking 
issues, it was suggested that employees park at the old 
Christy's site, owned by Cumberland Farms, across the 
street. 

Board member Patricia McArdle commented 
that the current site, employees included, should be 
considered as whole because the other site could be sold 
or become unavailable in the future. 

Board members asked Douglas Troyer, a lawyer 
for Cumberland Farms, about the traffic issues. In turn, 
Troyer asked the Board if they would consider the option 
of having the store and gas station open on a 24/7 basis 
so that the tanker delivering gasoline and other vendors 
delivering goods could do so during the hours between 
3:00 and 6:00 am. 

'That would help with the traffic issues during 
delivery times," said Troyer. 

When asked if the old Christy's site would 
become another Cumberland Farms site, Troyer told the 
Board that there were no plans currently to open a gas and 
convenience store at the site. The Board agreed to use the 
town engineering firm of Field Engineering to help find a 
solution to the parking and congestion issues. 

Chairman Ryder commented that there were

no 24 / 7 commercial operations in Marion and that the 
Board had no intention of agreeing to that solution for 
Cumberland Farms' parking issues. The Board rejected 
the idea of a 24/ 7 opening at the site. 

Next on the agenda was a public hearing 
regarding the application by Jonathan and Amy 
DiVincenzo for a special permit to build a pier off of 370 
Delano Road. Dave Davignon represented the applicants. 
Several abutters attended the meeting and spoke in both 
concern for and support of the project. 

The DiVincenzos applied to build a 4-foot wide, 
163-foot long pier from their lawn into Marion Harbor. 
The pier will be built on pilings by a crane on a barge at 
high tide. The abutters with moorings were concerned 
about whether the DiVencenzos would accommodate the 
moving or relocating of moorings during construction 
due to the crane obstructing their access. The applicant 
agreed to the terms. 

In other business. Tabor Academy representatives 
presented plans to build an addition to the Stone 
Gymnasium on Spring Street to create an indoor rowing 
facility with a rowing pool that allows eight rowers to 
practice rowing indoors during bad weather 

The addition will be on the north side of the gym 
and create an additional 2,500 to 2,800 square footage. 

"We attached it to the gym so that no additional 
bathrooms or other requirements would be needed,'' said 
Will Saltonstall, the project's architect.

The Mooneys said that their insurance will pay 
to have the tree removed and, most likely, also fund a 
replacement once construction is complete. However, 
they stated that, regardless, they would replace the tree 
in its original location or in a location deemed mutually 
agreeable with the town. 

"Yes, the tree would have to be replaced," 
Chairman Tom Tucker said. He went on to tell the 
Mooneys that Crystal Springs Road is a "scenic byway," 
which means that trees are of paramount importance to 
the aesthetics of the road.

currently ineffective with a new^ structure constructed 
entirely of aluminum, except for the bolts, w^hich w^ill be 
stainless steel. It w^ill take place in the center bay of the 
three bays at the pond. 

Doug Beaton, the owner of the property where 
the project will take place, also owns Beaton's, Inc., which 
will do the majority of the work on the fishway. The only 
part of the project that would not be done by Beaton and 
his crew would be the initial pile driving at the site. 

According to Chase, the United States Fish and 
Wildlife Service had already conducted a review of the 
site, which was funded by the Massachusetts Division of 
Marine Fisheries. 

Cook said that he's confident on the measurement 
of the site that had already been conducted, but before 
they begin work, they'll have Beaton re-measure the site. 
He also said that he envisions the project taking no more 
than five days; however, he said that it would be up to 
Beaton. He added that they'd like to get the project done 
as soon as possible. 

"We would like to get it done before the herring 
run [around April 15]," said Chase, but he warned that 
weather could have an effect on the start of the project. "If 
we get three inches of rain in mid-March, it's not going 
to happen. The conditions could come up where all the 
sudden we can't do it." 

"There's a lot of interest in this particular

The Last Exorcism Part IL Starring Ashley Bell and 
Spencer Treat Clark. Directed by Ed Gass-Donnelly. 
Running time: 88 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Not to quote myself, but when I wrote about The 
Last Exorcism a few years back I led with "Exorcism mov- 
ies shouldn't be rated PG-13, because demons shouldn't 
be rated PG-13/' That goes double for exorcism movies 
about a demon that's in love with its host body The Last 
Exorcism made a lot of money, and so we now behold The 
Last Exorcism Part II, which should by rights be nasty and 
filthy, since it involves a demon trying to seduce a teen- 
age girl into welcoming it inside her forever. Back in the 
'70s, the era of drive-ins and wonderfully loose morals, 
this sort of thing would' ve barnstormed theaters with a 
hard R rating and scandalized everyone except the stead- 
fast trash-movie fans who cheerfully chugged it down. 
Instead we get this pallid, waifish film with a safe PG- 
13, which allows for no nastiness, no filthiness, and one 
lonely F-bomb. I remember when demon flicks used to be 
dangerous and shocking. Get off my lawn. 

This sequel is a conscious break from the origi- 
nal — it's not a found-footage movie, but a "real" movie, 
in which the first film's possessed victim, Nell Sweetzer 
(Ashley Bell), has escaped from the demonic cult idioti- 
cally revealed in the original's climax. Nell goes to stay at 
a New Orleans halfway house with other wayward girls, 
and her demon, "Abalam," is still very much with her. 
She meets a shy boy (Spencer Treat Clark) at her new job 
cleaning motel rooms — by the way, we see more footage 
of Nell vacuuming motel rugs than really deserves to be 
in a horror movie, unless the filmmakers are exclusively 
playing to the zuigerphobes in the audience (zuigerpho- 
bia: fear of vacuum cleaners; no, I am not making that up). 

You see enough horror movies and you've seen 
the four or five basic ways an unimaginative director 
tries to scare you, or at least startle you. In some respects 
film language is still in its infancy, but there are neverthe- 



less many effective ways to disturb, disorient or other- 
wise freak out an audience, and The Last Exorcism Part II 
doesn't come within a country mile of any of them. We get 
the standard jump scares, the standard looming shadow 
in the background, the standard weird voices. Ashley Bell 
is a good actress — she was vivid in the first film — but 
here she mostly shuffles around as Nell tries to be a Good 
Girl and can never get anyone to believe that Abalam is 
messing with her again, at least until the time-honored 
Magical Negro (Tarra Riggs), complete with a voodoo- 
woman head wrap, says she can help Nell, recruiting two 
of the most inept exorcists I've seen since The Devil Inside. 

There's an interesting idea here — Abalam loves 
Nell and wants to be with her — but soon enough the 
idea coughs up blood, points its toes skyward, and is for- 
gotten about. For this conceit to work, we would have to 
see that Nell is actually, y'know, being seduced, but we just 
see the standard ooga-booga stuff. A demon that presents 
as an angel, as a being you don't want to get rid of, is a lot 
scarier than a demon that rattles windows, says creepy 
things, and generally comes off like a pervy stalker. For its 
other trick, Abalam apparently makes Nell have quite the 
hot dreams, prompting her to moan and stroke her face. 
Well, what turns Nell on? What could lure this chaste girl 
over to the dark side? Um, something, I guess — it's a PG- 
13 movie, so we never find out. There's no tension if Nell 
doesn't want what the demon is offering. Haven't these 
filmmakers ever heard of the first temptation? A demon 
will come to you as everything you ever wanted; scaring 
you away from it is just bad business for a demon. 

I have to assume the filmmakers are big fans 
of the climactic scenes in the first two Paranormal Activ- 
ity movies wherein nice-looking Katie Featherston went 
on destructive rampages. Here — spoiler alert — nice- 
looking Ashley Bell goes on such a rampage, and I would 
advise you, in a few months, to hit up a Redbox, take 
home this movie for a dollar, and skip forward to the last 
few minutes, particularly a shot in which Nell drives mer- 
rily around town while stuff on the street — including a 
fire truck — bursts into flames all around her. Good times. 
If you don't want to spend the buck, it'll probably turn up 
on YouTube titled "The Best Part of The Last Exorcism Part 
II." It's the best part in more ways than one, since the end 
credits appear within seconds and we get to go home.
